It would 
be wise for.Alberta to drive the best possible bargain now, rather 
than leave it to adecade hence, This certainly cannot be done by 


the present government and anyone who has their future to live in, 


Alberta would do well to consider electing a government which is 
far sighted enough to see this, and capable enough fo carry. it
